Anti-Cigaret Movement.

Trustee Sexton said no person who had be- 
come a crank or enthusiast on any subject 
should be given accéss to the schoolrooms 
or be allowed to occupy the time of the 
children. He informed the visitors that his 
remarks anent cranks were not intended to 
be personal.

Report on Physical Examinations. 


The report of the three physicians, Sarah 
Hackett Stevenson, Florence T. Hunt, and 
Julia Holmes Smith, who examined phys- 
ically the 341 applicants for entry into the 
Normal School, shows the high school pu- 
pils’ need of proper physical exercise. 

We find that the strength of the students 
has deen overtaxed by excessive detail,”’ 
the report reads. and would advise a re- 
turn to simpler methods of education.” 

The expert investigators found that more 
is to be feared from overstrain in educa- 
tional institutions than from the ravages 
of infectious diseases. They say: “In a 
general way the pupils showed the results of 
a lack of physical exercise, which is certain- 
ly necessary to compensate for the enor- 
mous strain tmposed by our modern educa- 
tional system on the developing body of the 
young student. In the high schools, we un- 
derstand, one half hour each week only 18 
given to gymnastics, and we would advise 
that at least the same amount of time be 
given daily to systematized physical exer-

occasions. A resolution was finally presented 
by Trustee Norton and adopted requesting 
Mr. Cole to present a copy of the notes taken 
by the stenographer who was present at a 
meeting in the Sherman House, when Mr. 
Cole was accused of charging that certain 


trustees and town officers had accepted 


bribes from the managers of the Hawthorne 
racetrack. 


Tells of Private Interview. 


The statement read by the President of the 
board was in part as follows: At a recent 
date I was asked by Trustee Cole to give 
him a private interview at the Sherman 
House, to which I readily assented. On 
meeting him there he introduced me to four 


other men, one of whom was Bert King, an 


attorney; a second was Mr. McAvoy, late 
superintendent of the Hawthorneracetrack; 
a third was a shorthand writer; and the 
fourth was a newspaper reporter. 

„After conducting us to a private room 
Trustee Cole made the following statement 
in substance: That members of the Town 
board and the Town Attorney had been 
bought, or were in the pay, or under the in- 
fluence of the owners of the racetrack, and, 
also, that the Town Clerk was doing all he 
could to render the efforts of the administra- 
tion ineffective. He also stated that Lieu- 
tenant Czmock had received $500 in cash 
from the racetrack people as a bribe to keep 
him from doing his duty as a police officer;

Declares Statement False. 


The President had no sooner finished read - 
ing the statement than Trustee Cole was on 
his feet. He said: “I never asked for a 
chance to prove any charges against this 
board, and the statements attributed to me 
by President Jones are false, and he knows 
that he tells a falsehood when he says that I 
made the charges. I did say that. the people 
were saying that money had been used, but 
I said it for the purpose of proving to him 
that immediate action was necessary. 

No one ever spoke to me of any bribery 
except President Jones, who on last Memo- 
rial day came to me and said that he could 
get $25,000 from the race track, and asked 
my advice abbut the matter. If he can prove 
the things which he accuses me of saying, 
why does he not go into the Criminal Court 
or before the grand jury? That is what I 
wauld do if I were in his place. But he can- 
not in the light of his official acts face the 
people. He is the cause of more talk than 
any other person in town.” 

The resolution introduced was to the effect 
that Trustee Cole was to present to the board 
within five days the notes of the stenogra- 
pher present at the meeting in the Sherman 
House and that they be transcribed and 
sworn to by two members of the party. If 
this is not done, the members of the board 
say that Mr. Cole’s word is not well taken. 


CLEVELAND’S VIEWS THE SAME. 


Former President Says His Opinions on 
Finance Are Well Expressed in 
Letter of 1895. 


Louisville, Ky., Oct. 11.—[{Special.J—Ex- 


President Grover Cleveland has replied to 
a letter written by Mr. John 8. Green of this 
city inquiring if the former President had 
changed his views on the financial question 
as expressed in his letter to Chicago busj- 
ness-men on April 13, 1895. Mr. Cleveland 
replied: 

„I have received your letter inclosing a 
copy of my letter written more than five 
years ago to the business-men of Chicago. 
I had not seen it in a long time, but it seems 
to me I could not state the case better af 
this time if I should try. 

I have not changed my opinion as then 
expressed in the least.” ’ 

The letter referred to concluded as follows: 

“If reckless discontent and wild experi- 
ment should sweep our currency from its 
safe support, the most defenseless of all 
who suffer in that time of distress and na- 
tional discredit will be the poor, as they 
reckon the loss in their scanty support, and 
the laborer or workingman as he sees the 
money he has received from his toil shrink 
and shrivel in his hand when he tenders it 
Yor the necessaries of the humble home. 

“I will not believe that if our people are

PRESBYTERIAN SYNOD CENSURES 
WISCONSIN UNIVERSITY. 


Students of State Institution Termed. 


Drunken, Disorderly, and Unfit for 
Association with Clergymen’s Sons— 
school an “Outrage on Republican 
Form of Government,” Says Dr. W. 
D. Thomas—Alumnai in Attendance 
RnResent Slurs, 


Waukesha, Wis:, Oct. 11.—[Special.]—A bit- 
ter attack was made upon the Wisconsin 
State University at this morning’s session of 
the State Presbyterian synod. The insti- 
tution was denounced as being irreligious in 
strong terms, and alleged practices of the 
students were recounted, shocking the dele- 
gates beyond measure, they declared. 
There were a number, though small, of the 
alumni of the university present, and they 
defended the institution quite as vigorously 
as it was assailed. 3 

The attack was made in discussing an in- 
vitation presented by the trustees of Law- 
rence University and Ripon College, wherein 
the synod was requested to appoint a com- 
mittee of three members to meet with the 
trustees of the two colleges to discuss the 
question of education. 

After a few speeches commendatory of 
various colleges, Judge Eastman arose. He 
said that he thought the synod should not 
indorse a college on denominational merits; 
‘indorsement should depend on whether the 


college ig Christian in spirit or not. 


This sentiment was warmly applauded by 
the majority of the clergymen, and then 
Judge Hastman warmed to his subject. He 
said that any denominational school is far 
to be preferred to the State University, 
which he declared is not Christian. 

“There are many drunken and disorderly 
students there, he said, and such a shame- 
ful exhibition as that of last winter of a 
body of students who broke up the perform- 
ance of the opera company in the Fuller 
Opera-House ought to convince any right 
thinking clergyman that it is no place for 
his son, 

“I myself,” continued the speaker, was 
in the house that night, and I know what I 
am talking about. There are students at 
the university who are drunken and disor- 
derly and not fit companions for clergymen’s 
sons.“ 

The Rev. Dr. W. D. Thomas, President of 
Gale College, followed Judge Eastman. He 
declared that the university was an outrage 
upon a republican form of government. He 
did not believe in taxing the people to pro- 
vide higher education such as afforded by 
the State University. 7 

Elder Moseley of Madison County defended 
the university. He objected to the refiec- 
tions cast upon the students. Judge Hand, 
graduate of the State University, also de- 
fended it.

FILIPINOS IN LEYTE ACTIVE. 
Plundering Bands Pursued to the 
Mountains by the Americans—Taft 

Commission Raises Salaries. 


MANILA, Oct. 11.—The west coast of the 
Island of Leyte is in a state of turmoil, the 
rebel ladrones are actively plundering, the 
disturbers following off tactics, raiding and 
attacking and then returning to the gar- 
risoned towns, while the Americans pursue 
in the mountains. ; rile 

General Mojica’s officers are surrendering, 
and his.soldiers attempting to escape to 
Samar in boats are being captured and his 
organization broken up. : 

The captured guerrillas and iadrones, 
when questioned, stated that on the th inst. 
thirty Americans attacked forty-five rebels, 
rified their stronghold in the Camarine 
Province, and routed them, killing ten. Two 
Amertcans were killed and three wounded. 

Twenty men of the Thirty-second Infantry, 
in an engagement on the 10th inst. in Batan 
Province, had one man killed and four 
wounded. 

The Philippine commission, of which Judge 
Taft is the President, today passed eight 
bills of minor importance, including one for 
an increase of civil salaries of several of the 
municipal departments. 

Wright's bill asking for $1,000,000 in gold 
for the completion of Spain’s plans for Ma- 
nila harbor improvements elicited comment 
from the representative of Manila’s inter- 
national Chamber of Commerce to the effect 
that, as the merchants had long been pay- 
ing a special imposts fund to this end, they 
should belong to the board controlling the 
construction, and as the United States had 
collected $3,000,000 in gold since the occupa- 
tion by imposts for harbor improvements he 
failed to see the necessity for the appropria- 
tion of insular funds. The discussion was 
deferred until Friday. 


THOUGHT HUSBAND KIDNAPED. 
Mrs. John Scully, Austin, Hastens to 


Police Station to Give Alarm—He 
Returns During Her Absence. 


John Scully, a resident of Austin, was ar- 
rested last night while at dinner by two con- 
stables on a warrant charging him with hav- 
ing assaulted his former partner, John 
Mayse. Scully donned his overcoat and ac- 


companied the men telling his wife not to 


worry and that he would returnearly. Mrs. 
Scully waited a few minutes and then a 
vague fear came into her mind that maybe 
the men were not constables, but kidnapers. 
She hurried to the Austin police station and 
told the desk sergeant that her husband had 
been spirited from his home by two men and 
was being held for ransom. The police 
started a search for the men and telephoned 
to all the justices in nearby towns where 


Scully might have been taken, but without 
result.

terduy afternoon. They landed at San 
Francisco on Oct. 1 from the steamship 
Coptic and were met there by Mr. Wood- 
ward, who accompanied them home. 

Upon arriving in Chicago they were met 
by. several friends, among whom the 
Rev. E. L. Conger of Pasadena, Colo., the 
brother of. Minister Conger. Mrs. Wood- 
ward brought messages from Minister 
Conger to him. The others meeting them 
were Mr. and Mrs. W. K. Mearmer, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Dane, Mr. and Mrs. D. W. 
Becker, and J. P: Dorr. 


Are in Good Health. 


Mrs. Woodward and her daughter did not 
seem to be fatigued by the journey; although 
Mrs. Woodward has just recovered from an 
Ulness which seized her at the beginning of 
the voyage. Miss Woodward has a slight 
cold, but shows no trace of her experiences. 
She wore a cap on which were the bande of 
the steamships Newark and Iowa, on both 
of which she has friends. 

The friends meeting them in Chicago 
brought large bouquets of roses, and re- 


mained with them until they took the train 
for Evanston: At the home on Forest ave- 
nue awaiting their arrival were Mrs. A. C. 
Graham and Ida Graham, Mrs. Wood- 


ward's mother au sister, and Mrs. 8. E. 
4 Hoagland and datighter. For nearly eight 
months Mrs. Graham had not seen her 
daughter, and at one time had almost given 
her up for lost. At lr Mrs, Woodward 
seemed animated by her &rrival home, but 
suddenly her composure @ way, and she 
became almost hysterical. Woodward 
maintained her self-control. 
retired for rest, and denied them¥elves to all 
collers. In the evening, however, many 
friends were received, who came offer 
their congratulations. 


Mrs. Woodward Tells of Siege. 
Mrs. Woodward and her daughter le 


visited them in Evanston and had invited 
them to Pekin. Mrs. Woodward, in speaking 
of her experiences during the siege, said: 

Our feelings during the experiences of those 
awful two months are difficult to describe. We 
were all iA a perilous situation, and all realized 
it, but did not dare to 9 — It was 
hot a time for one to give way to fears and emo- 

ons. It was an occasion for heroic acts, 

e siege showed of what excellent material 
legationers were made. 

We started to leave Pekin on June 5, but we 
were one day too late. We went to the railroad 
station accompanied by a small guard that Min- 
ister Conger placed at our disposal. We waited 
from 7 o'clock in the morning to 11 o'clock at 
night for a train to take us to Tien Tsin, but 
communication with the outer world had been cut 
off. It was with difficulty that we made our way 
back to the legation through a howling mob of 
Chinese. — 

The next day missionaries from the burned 
Catholic cathedral at Nantung came to the lega- 
tion for protection. Hundreds of maimed and 
bleeding native Christians had barely escaped from 
the mob with their lives. There were little babies 
with spear wounds all over their bodies, and 
many others, old and young, bleeding and burned. 
There was continued fighting day and night. The 
Boxers were not lacking in diligence, and one 
night the part of the city wall that separated us 
from the native city was captured, but our guards 
soon regained it. 

At no time was there a scarcity of food, although 
it was not of good quality. There was plenty of 
canned meats, vegetables, and preserves; also a 
liberal supply of wine, so that the invalids could 
be taken care of. Necessity for fresh meat, how- 
ever, caused the slaughter of mules and horses. 
Some took a fancy to horsefiesh and mule steaks, 
but I confined myself almost entirely to the other 
diet and became weak in consequence. 

Mrs. Woodward intends to write a book on 
the siege and has a, diary of the daily hap- 
penings. She also has in the neighborhood 
of 250 photographs, many of which were 
‘taken on the city wall while under fire. 

Miss Woodward’s Experiences. 

Miss Ione Woodward relates the following 
concerning the siege: 

It seemed as if the government were 
to help us. The Ministers met each day and 
forced the Tsung li Yamen to promise decrees 
from the Empress, stating penalties and punish- 
ments unless the lawlessness was stopped. But 
things came to such a pass that even the Chinese 
soldiers, who were sent by the Empress to guard 
the legations, threw stones at some of my friends 
and, shaking their swords at them, called them 
foreign devils. 

Ot course the missionaries were the most 
frightened, as they would have been the first to be 
killed. It seemed such a pity, after having young 
Chinese girls in the missions since they were ba- 
bies, to see them fleeing back to their own people. 

We constantly heard the heavy firing of the 
Chinese, and it was positively terrifying. We felt 
terribly that we could not get word home sooner 
so that our dear ones would not be anxious, but 
it was impossible, as messages had to go clear 
across the continent. 


WILLIAM STOEFFERN 
DISAPPEARS AND HIS 
FRIENDS FEAR MURDER. 


Failure to Return for Wedding, Set 
for Last Tuesday, Convinces His In- 
timates That Harm Has Come to 
Him—Inherits Small Fortune. 


Rumors of foul play have arisen on ac- 


iam Stoeffern, Vice President of the Moltke 
Lodge No. 14, Knights and Ladies of Amer- 
ica. He has not been seen since Sept. 10. 
Last Tuesday he was to have been married 
to Miss Augusta Lill of Maywood. Until 
that day his friends believed that he would 
return. Since then they have been search- 
ing for him, but no trace has been discov- 
ered. 

Stoeffern recently came into possession of 
$4,000, his share of his father’s estate, who 
died in Germany last July. It is not known 
that any of the money had been paid into 
his hands, but his friends think that he had 
received a part of the amount, and that he 
may have been murdered for it. About 
$1,000 was received several weeks ago by 
Dr. W. Wever. the German Consul, who is 
holding it for the owner., 

The society of which Stoeffern was Vice 
President has offered a reward of $50 for any 
information leading to his whereabouts. 
The rooms of the organization are at Cly- 
bourn avenue and Larrabee street. Stoef- 
fern left there on the evening of Sept. 10. 
The missing man lived at a hotel at Fifth 
avenue and Van Buren street. He was 
employed by a florist on Sixty-third street. 

D. Rohden, whose father, Max Rohden, is 
the secretary of the lodge, said last night 
at his residence, 738 Addison street, that 
Stoeffern was believed by members of the 
society to have been murdered. |

Officers of the Law Throw Chajtels into 
Street in North Evanston, and Home- 
less Tenants Guard Their Property 
‘with Rifles All Night Long.

ous landmark of North Evanston, was 
stormed yesterday by Deputy Sheriff Hart- 
man, who evicted its tenants, Attorney 
Daniel Webster Proctor, his wife, and three 
sons. .Everything in the house, from a tin 
cup to a plano, was thrown out into the 
street and piled high in the air. All night 
long Proctor and his son Everett, armed with 
rifles, guarded the household property. 

The eviction was the result of a fore- 
closure suit that was brought in the name of 
Mrs. 8S. E. Hargreaves of Chicago. When in 
1891 Proctor bought the property from A. A. 
Ayres he paid $10 down, and since then, 
though he built a house on it, known as 
„ Proctor's Castle,” it is claimed he has re- 
fused to pay anything. The case has been 
in the courts fora number of years. 

About eighteen months ago Ayers sold the 
land to Mrs. Hargreaves, subject to Proc- 
tor's claim. Repeated attempts have been 
made by the present owner to have Proctor 
evicted, but the Jatter claimed that he had 
a right to the land and would fight for his 
rights if it was necessary to carry the case 
to the highest courts. N 

„ Proctor's Castlo was built from the 
wreckage of an old elevator, and all the 
work was done by Proctor himself. Every 
day after Proctor returned from his office 
he would don a pair of overalls and start 
to work. For nearly six months the sound 
of hammer and saw could be heard in the 
neighborhood late into the night. He exca- 
vated the basement, laid all of the masonry, 
and put every plece of board and timber 
into the house. The structure was built 


+ ** Proctor’s Castle at present is a huge, un- 
painted, square wooden structure, with doors 
of different colors, styles, and makes. 

Since the suits for foreclosure have been 
commenced Proctor has fortified the house 
by nailing doors over most of the windows. 
Back of the house is a long, narrow build- 
ing, running to the barn and connecting 
with the house. This covered passageway 


could be had to the barn in stormy weather. 
The barn itself is about the size of the house, 
and by its side, flanked with big iron gates, 


is a henhouse.

BRYAN IN COLLBGH POSH

| Democratic Candidate Finds Animated 


Crowd Awatting His Arrival—Is Con- 
etantly Interrupted with Requests 
for Explanations—Says Cotton Bale

Ann Arbor, Oct. 11.—[ Special. ~The 
advent of W. Bryan in Ann — * this 
afternoon was by a mé@lée of 
students, which, although only a good-na- 
tured rush, resulted in the arrest of three 
of the party. Mr. Bryan's special train was 
delayed for nearly an hour, and the 
crowd, composed largely of students, as- 
sembled in front of the courthouse steps be- 
came restiess and noisy. The University 
Democratic club was out in full force with 
a band, but by far the greater part of the 
gathering were Republicans. The Demo- 
crats took their stand on the courthouse 
steps and attempted to cheer for Bryan, but 
were drowned out by their opponents. 
After chaffing the Bryanites the crowd be- 
gan to surge forward and a rush ensued 
for the possession of the campaign um- 
brellas which each member of the club 
Seven or eight of the silver men 
were passed down through the crowd and 
their emblems stripped.

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GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


President Stillwell of Kansas City, 
Mexico and Orient Returns—Se- 
cured Concessions. 


President Arthur E. Stillwell of the 3 
sas City, Mexico and Orient railway, re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday from hir rp 
to the City of Mexico, where he went seme 
time ago in the interest of the new 
Mr. Stillwell said he was greatly pleased 
with his success in Mexico, and appeared to 
be as confident as ever that the road would 
be bullt without delay. 

All of the concessions obtained by Mr. 
Stillwell from the Mexican goveri.ment are 
now concluded, the last transfer havirg 
been made during the visit of Mr. Stillwell 
to Mexico, when Enrique C. Creel, as Vice 
President of the Chihuahua and Factific, 
transferred the grant of the concession 
made to that road to the Kansas City, Mexi- 

co and Orient, and L. Justino Fernandez, 
holding @ power of attorney for the Orient 
road, signed the papers, the transaction 
taking place at the rtment of Commu- 
nications in the City of Mexico Oct. 2. Fol- 
lowing are the coricess‘ons: 

Trahsferring the (utmuahua and Pacific 
railroad from Ch huahua to the Pacific 
coast. Concession for a railway from Presi- 
dio del Norte to Chihuahua. Concegsion for 
the purchase and control of public lands in 
the State of Chihuahua, a portion of Sima- 
Joa, and in the southern portion of the State 
of Sonora. Concession for a railway from 
Durango to Gutierrez, on the line of the 
Mexican Af a distance of 139 miles. 


Makes $100,000 Deposit. 

Mr. Stillwell has deposited with the Mexi- 
can government the sum of over $100,000 in 
bonds as an evidence of good faith, and over 
$7,000 has been expended for stamps for the 
transfers and concessions in the iast four 
months. 

Vice President Sylvester of the Kansas 
City, Mexico and Orient road wili leave in 
a few days for Texas, where he will make 
a trip over the thirty miles of grading al- 
ready done, and on which eight miles of 
rails have been laid near San Angelo. Work 
in Oklahoma and elsewhere along the line 
of the road is progressing satisfactorily. 

Official announcement was made yester- 
day of the appointment of F. A. Miller as 
General Passenger Agent of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway company 
in place of George H. Heafford, who leaves 
after twenty years of service to engage in 
the fire insurance business. He is the broth- 
er of Roswell Miller, late President and now 
chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul road. 

Freight officials of the lake-and-rail lines 
have followed the example of the all-rail 
lines and advanced flour rates.2% cents per 
100 pounds. During the summer the rates 
have been 19 cents, lake and rail, from t. 
Paul to New York, and 22% cents, all rail. 
The advance makes the former 22 cents and 
the latter 25 cents. The new rates become 
effective on Nov, 1. 

Passenger Agents Meet. 

The executive officers and General Passen- 
ger Agents of the Western roads did not 
succeed at their meeting yesterday in get- 
ting President Hill of the Great Northerp 
to change his position regarding the cheap 
excursion rates to the Northwest and North 
Pacific coast. After an all-day discussion 
the conclusion was reached that the Chicago- 
St. Paul roads were in duty bound to assist 
the Northern Pacific and Soo line in meet- 
ing the competition of the Great Northern. 

It was agreed that on business this side 
of Montana a proportional rate of $11.50 be 

charged on one-way tickets and $15 on 

round trip between Chicago and St. Paul, 
but that a $5 rate will be accepted on busi- 
ness to Montana and beyond. No action 
was taken on the proposition to meet the 
cheap rates via the Missouri River gateways, 
but it is quite certain that the Missouri 
River roads will meet the low rates via Og- 
den to North Pacific coast and Montana 
points. 

Earnings of the Chicago Great Western 
railway for the first week of October show 
an increase of $10,708 over the correspond- 
ing week of last year. The total increase 
since the beginning of the present fiscal 
year to date is $02,945.
